DEVELOPERS REVEAL NEW 
DESIGNS FOR UNIVERSITY 


CAMPUS WILL HAVE RANGEOFUNIQUELYDESIGNEDHUBS 


Images of the how the the Uni¬ 
versity of Northampton’s new 
campus near Nunn Mills could 
look have been unveiled. 

Artist’s impressions released 
last week showed a footbridge 
over the River Nene between 
the future campus and Beck- 
et’s Park, as well as four new 
buildings. 

A building named the 
Learning Hub will be the main 
focus of the campus and will 
be six storeys high, using com¬ 
bined heat and power genera¬ 
tion and solar cells. 

A five-storey Creative Hub 
would be used in various aca¬ 
demic ways and also contain 
a cafe that the designers hope 
will attract people from the 
wider area. 

The design features ‘a 
number of curved elevations’ 
to represent the erosion of ma¬ 
terials by water. Visible from 
Bedford Road, the five-storey 
Research and Enterprise Hub 
will feature a line of columns 


to mark the the entrance. 

Sports facilities will also 
include two multi-use games 
areas and a floodlit sports 
pitch, as well as building con¬ 
taining a fitness centre and ex¬ 
ercise/dance studio. 

Steven Boyes, director 
of planning at Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, said in 
his recommendations to the 
Guildhall planning commit¬ 
tee: “It is acknowledged that 
the approach by the develop¬ 
er has been to give each of the 
buildings a distinct identity 
rather than seek a homoge¬ 
neous design solution for the 
entirety of the development. 

“This variety of uses will 
naturally result in buildings 
ofvarying form, rendering dif¬ 
fering design approaches ac¬ 
ceptable. 

“This approach can be fur¬ 
ther justified by the presence 
of existing buildings with¬ 
in the site and its environs, 
which are of varied and dis¬ 
tinct architecture.”

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Great-grandad, 70, is 
a park rugby legend’

A great-grandfather from 
Northampton, who celebrat¬ 
ed his 70th birthday playing 
rugby, said the secret to his 
health is “keeping the balance 
of life.” 

Martin Robson, from East 
Hunsbury, has been playing 
rugby for more than 6o years. 
He currently plays prop for 
Northampton Heathens, the 
team he played against when 
he joined his first club in 
Bletchley. 

He moved to the town 25 
years ago after starting work 
for former meat company, 
Benny Foods, said to have been 
the first brand to bring thinly- 
sliced cooked meat to the UK, 
revolutionising the sandwich 
industry. 

He is now a site manager 
for a Wellingborough-based 
industrial cleaning company. 

Mr Robson said: “I have al¬ 
ways only done things I want¬ 
ed to do and enjoyed. I don’t 
plan to retire anytime soon 
and I will keep playing rugby 
until the rest of the team tell 
me I’m embarrassing them. 

“You can talk to me in 50 
years and I will probably still 
be here, doing the same thing.” 

Mr Robson recently cel¬ 
ebrated his birthday on the 


pitch, starting against Long 
Buckby 2nd XV, followed by an 
afternoon in the team’s local 
pub, The Romany, in Trinity 
Avenue in Kingsthorpe. 

He said: “I love my rugby. I 
have no natural ability what¬ 
soever, but I think it is the ul¬ 
timate team sport. 

“It encapsulates every¬ 
thing that is important about 
life; it involves will-power, 
self-discipline and a certain 
amount of bravery. 

“You have to really be able 
to work as a team and know 
each other’s weaknesses, be¬ 
cause every game brings up 
new problems. 

“It’s a mental, as well as a 
physical, challenge.” 

Mr Robson splits his time 
between work, rugby and 
spending time with his family: 
his wife, Pat, his two children, 
three grandchildren and six- 
month-old great-grandchild. 

Commenting on how he 
fits everything in, he said: “It’s 
all about keeping a balance. 

“I have never sacrificed 
things I love to do or are im¬ 
portant. 

“I love the philosophy of the 
rugby world. Once you are in, 
you are always welcomed by 
any other club in the country.” 


Martin Robson shares tips on how 
he gets around age to stay strong 


Martin Robson first learned to 
play rugby when he was a student 
at Edge Grove School in Hert¬ 
fordshire where, he said, the 
coaching was of an international 
standard. 

He now plays with the Heathens 
every weekend and, in all his 
years playing the sport, he said 
he has sustained little more than 
a couple of broken fingers and a 
few cracked ribs. 

However, now aged 70, he said: 
“Things are a bit more difficult 


and 1 know 1 am not as strong as 
1 used to be, even though props 
have a reputation for longevity. 
“My way of getting around that 
was to lose a bit of weight and 
make sure 1 was handling players 
that 1 could manage. 1 also avoid 
being out when it’s very cold and 
1 let the younger players have 
their chance first, as they are the 
future of the club. 

“I don’t have the secrets to life 
to give anyone, I just know what 
suits me.”

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Grefriars’ shell gets 
ready for implosion 


A 'structural shell’ is all that 
remains of Greyfriars bus sta¬ 
tion, a final tour of the 'mouth 
of Hell’ has revealed before it 
is imploded. 

The 1976 ‘brutalist’ structure 
is set to be reduced to rubble 
via a detonation of 2,000 ex¬ 
plosive charges on Sunday, 
March 15. 

The Mercury’s sister pa¬ 
per, th e Chronicle & Echo, was 
granted one final look of the 
bus station and its upper floor 
offices last week. 

Billy Young, contracts 
manager for DSM Demoli¬ 
tion Group, which is carrying 
out the controlled demolition, 
said the building has been ex¬ 
tensively stripped since the 
Chron was last shown round 
there in July. 

He said: “A lot has been 
happening over the past few 
months and we are now well 
into the enabling works for the 
demolition itself. 

“The building has now 
been extensively assessed and 
stripped, we are just back to 
the structural shell now.” 


When the Chron viewed 
inside Greyfriars in July, the 
inside of the building was lit¬ 
tered with lighting fixtures 
stripped from the 4,000 sq ft 
office space once occupied by 
Barclaycard. 

About 25 workers have 
spent months dropping the 
stripped materials down 
three large former lift shafts 
to the ground floor. A total of 
400 sacks of pigeon droppings 
were removed from the 1976 
building. 

A top floor garden and 
pond - which in July resem¬ 
bled an overgrown wilderness 
- has now been completely re¬ 
moved. 

Vertical concrete build¬ 
ing supports have been lined 
with wire meshing and a black 
‘geo-textile’ material in prepa¬ 
ration for the demolition. 

Holes will be drilled in 
2,000 locations across the 
structure and explosive ma¬ 
terial inserted within them. 

However Mr Young said se¬ 
curity will be a top priority in 
the final stages of the demoli¬ 
tion preparation. 


“Enhanced security meas¬ 
ures of the site will be put in 
place during the latter stages 
of the preparation,” he said. 

The demolition, which will 
happen in a timed floor-by¬ 
floor detonation, is designed 
to make the building collapse 
in on itself. 

A section of the middle 
floor, once home to a car park, 
has been removed to ensure 
the building collapses inwards 

It is estimated DSM work¬ 
ers will remain on-site clear¬ 
ing the rubble until July. 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh, said any¬ 
one whose home or business 
sat within the exclusion zone 
and was concerned about the 
March 15 ‘blowdown day’, will 
be able to attend open meet¬ 
ings in the run up to the event. 

He added: “Everyone in 
the 414 properties that are af¬ 
fected, whether they are resi¬ 
dents of businesses, will have 
access to a helpline number 
and there will be an opportu¬ 
nity for them to ask individual 
questions.”

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Police must record 
all stop and searches 



Police have been asked to take up six recommendations regarding stop and search policy 


The Northamptonshire Rights 
and Equality Council (NREC) 
has issued recommendations 
to Northamptonshire Police 
after a survey found officers 
were still not recording all 
stop and search incidents. 

NREC surveyed more than 100 
people in November last year 
and the results showed that 46 
per cent of respondents felt 
they had not been treated with 
respect and 28 per cent said 
they did not receive a form to 
record the stop and search. 

As a result of the survey 
results, NREC has written six 
recommendations for North¬ 
amptonshire Police that will 
be discussed at a meeting at 
Wootton Hall today attended 


by inspector Dennis Murray 
from the Northamptonshire 
Black Police Association, 
Councillor David Macintosh, 
leader of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council, and Matt Ches¬ 
ter, from the Office of the 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner. 

The recommendations 
include monitoring and re¬ 
cording its car stop and 
searches, reducing dispro¬ 
portionate car stop searches, 
giving police officers equality 
and discrimination training 
on racial profiling, introduc¬ 
ing community involvement 
in stop and search training 
and adopting a target to film 
all stop searches using body 
worn video. 

Last year, police and crime 


commissioner Adam Sim- 
monds said “demonstrable 
improvements” needed to be 
made in the way officers use 
stop and search powers as a 
matter of urgency. 

Northamptonshire Police 
has now signed up to a scheme 
that will result in a “signifi¬ 
cant reduction” in the use of 
stop and search. Under the 
Best Use of Stop and Search 
scheme, the county force is 
now recording all outcomes of 
stop and search and whether 
there is a connection between 
the grounds for the search and 
the outcome. 

Under the new scheme, the 
chief officer must reasonably 
believe that violence “will” 
rather than “may” take place, 
as was previously the policy.

Meet a miserly monster 


If you didn’t think the chunky 
Porsche Cayenne already 
looked big or imposing enough, 
the latest one has an answer. 

While actually stretching a 
tape measure precisely as far 
as before, the styling has been 
changed to make this impos¬ 
ing SUV look wider still. And 
an ‘enhanced power dome’ on 
the bonnet will give drivers in 
the cars ahead even more vis¬ 
ual stimulus to get out of your 
way. This added styling tough¬ 
ness are part of a thorough 
reworking of the model that 
single handedly turned round 
the fortunes of the brand. 


The Cayenne has been the 
best-selling Porsche world¬ 
wide for years and the current 
update won’t harm prospects 
of that continuing. 

Beneath the new panels, 
every engine in the Cayenne 
range has been reworked for 
more power and economy. 
Most radical are the Cayenne 
S (£60,218) and the £61,474 Cay¬ 
enne SE-Hybrid, which mixes 
petrol and electric power. 

The new range starts at 
£49,576 for the entry level pet¬ 
rol version and tops out, for the 
moment, at £118,455 with the 
I73mph Turbo S. Most popu¬ 
lar model in the UK is the Die¬ 


sel tested here, which comes 
in at just under £50,000 un¬ 
less you’re tempted by an op¬ 
tions list that cheekily includes 
heated front seats (£295) and a 
digital radio (£324) that ought 
to be standard. 

As well as injecting a bit 
more verve into the range, the 
Porsche engineers have been 
through the suspension and 
tweaked it with the twin aims 
of adding sporting precision 
and comfort at the same time. 

A morning on the track at 
the Porsche Experience Centre 
at Silverstone showed that the 
two-ton Cayenne gets as close 
to defying physics as anything 


made by man. 

Less expensive Cayennes (a 
relative term) rely on good old- 
fashioned steel springs but 
still manage to corner without 
drama at unlikely speeds. The 
Turbo comes with air suspen¬ 
sion (a £2,379 option) that can 
be made firmer for those cross 
country drives when you’re 
feeling a bit Jenson. 

Out on the road the Die¬ 
sel impressed with a plush 
interior and was quite quick 
enough, thank you.
